Dr. J. Frederic Ching, superintend- 
ent of Hartnell Junior College dis- 
trict, volunteered a plan where the 
students would set up a fund to 
which annual contributions will be 
made for repair and repayment of 
the furniture ordered and installed. 

The superintendent said, “The 
board feels that the students might 
feel better if they have an actual 
interest in the Student Union.”

Eris, member ex-officio. Eris stated 
that the group was now working on 
a price book, and on various plans 
to improve the efficiency of the 
book store. 

The president also said that the 
commission should consider making 
the book store committee chairman 
a permanent commission office. 
This, of course, would’ requiré a 
vote by the student body. 

Hobert “Skip” Curtis was men- 
tioned as a. possible chairman for 
the Student- Union committee. 
Other names suggested were Mar- 
tha Lou Cowles, Marilyn Ingols, 
Pat Pettit, Lloyd Johnson, and 
Jerry Morgan. 

As soon as this group is placed 
on a permanent basis, they will so- 
licit suggestions from the students 
as to operation of the Student Un- 
ion.

And their passings occurred within ten 
months of the death of their husband and son, John B. Lemos, beloved 
Hartnell college president. 

When we say “all the friends of the Lemos family” we include peo- 
ple all over the western United States, some in the east, and some 
abroad. With this double tragedy, the black curtain of bereavement is 
truly fung afar. 

Hartnell college knew the Lemos family very well. We saw its prize 
example in Mr. Lemos, our cordial and accommodating late president. 
We knew that beliind him, somewhere in his family, was an inspiring 
force built around love and understanding. We knew that that force 
consisted primarily of his-wife and his mother. 

Like any good mother, Mrs. A. M. Lemos brought her son up ina 
spirit of faith, hope and charity.

This column is supposed to be about the progressive musician, but 
from time to time, some musicians are in a sense progressive because 
they contribute new attitures or ideas to the jazz scene. 

One such person is a quiet, unassuming man named Johnny Smith. To 
most people who-know him by reputation; Johnny is a sort of minor 
legend. At one time or another in his life, he has worked as a studio, 
classical, jazz, and hill-billy musician. 

Johnny Smith was born in Birmingham, Alabama, and was raised in 
Portland, Maine. He began his professional career in Portland as a hill- 


billy guitarist. 


After a few years, his hill-billy activities were interrupted ,by a stint 


in the army. 


Disdaining being musically idle, Johnny learned to play 


the trumpet and played lead horn in the air force band. 
He also found time to play the violin and viola with various concert 
groups and the guitar with Eugene Ormandy and the Philadelphia or- 


chestra. 


After being discharged, he returned to Portland and spent some time 
there playing the guitar with the local NBC radio station. Unknown to 
Johnny, a friend of his, Arthur Owens, sent in an audition recording of 


his playing to NBC headquarters. 


NBC executives were much impressed with this record and summoned 
him to New York. This was the big break Johnny needed for success. 

While in New York, Johnny played first trumpet and guitar with 
every major NBC group there was at the time. He arranged and played 
with Benny Goodman and Gene Krupa and recorded two operas with 
Dmitri Metropolus. Between times, he played with the City Center 
Opera company and the NBC symphony. 

He also wrote and conducted numerous radio and TV shows includ- 
ing Fireside theater, the Solitaire show, and the Dave Garroway show 


(before Skitch Henderson). 


Johnny is one musician who likes to keep his music simple and under- 


standable. 


He plays up to his audiences, not down to them. States 


Johnny, “A quiet, responsive audience is highly preferable to a. noisy, 


performing audience.” 


One of his most popular records is “Moonlight in Vermont,” which he 
made with his quintet, featuring Stan Getz, Eddie Safranski, Don La- 


mond, and Sanford Gold.

Panthers Blast Contra Costa, 32-14, 
As Crocker Scores Four Touchdowns 


Hartnell’s Panthers had more 
trouble with penalties than with 
their opponents Saturday but they 
still found it easy sledding finally 
emerging with a victory over East 
Contra Costa, 32-14, at Pitsburgh. 

A total-of 210 yards in penalties 
was acessed to the Panthers that 
stifled many numerous _ scoring 
chances. However, the backfield 
ran almost at will and the passers 


had it easy with the ECC Viking 


defense. 

Halfback Dave Crocker notched 
four touchdowns and added one 
extra point to pace the scoring 
thrust and compiled the highest 
gainage on the ground, 98 yards. 

After being stopped twice within 
scoring distance, Hartnell came 
back with four minutes left in the 
first quarter to hit paydirt. 

Tackle Rowland Payne recovered 
a ECC fumble on’ the Vikings’ 31 
and Crocker hit over right tackle 
for the touchdown. 

After holding the Vikings on 
Hartnell’s 17, the latter took over 
on fourth down. Three plays later, 
quarterback Takeo Hirahara passed 
complete to end Zelbert Moore who 
raced 40 yards to ECC’s 40. Two 
plays moved the ball to the 13 
where Crocker carried over on a 


thrust over left tackle. Ten min- 
utes were left in the half. 

East Contra Costa took the kick- 
off in the second half and marched 
80 yards to score. 

After the ball exchanged hands 
twice, Hartnell took over on fourth
